THE POSTAL THIEF.

As a postoffice inspector I did not hear 


of the doings at Shelby nntil two or 
three of my fellow inspectors had tried 
their hands and made'a failure of it. 
Then I took the case and failed most ig- 
nominionslyof all because I added blun- 
der to failure. 


The postmaster was an old man named 


Harper, and for assistants he had his 
two daughters, one being 19 and the 
other 16 years of age.

had taken place in his office. There 
were only about 20 persons who rented 
joxes, and nil other mail was put into 
;he general delivery. As the father and 
iis two daughters were the only ones 
aandliug the mail or having access to 
the interior of the office it seemed that 
one of the three must be the thief, and 
yet I could not bring myself to believe 
hat. I was given the fullest opportu- 
nity to investigate, and I also did some 
work outside unbeknown to the post- 
master. 


I caused to be mailed to the patent 


medicine people a large number of let- 
ers, with a private number on each en- 
velope. The first batch of ten came 
hrough all right, but out of the second 
wo Were missing. 
The whole ten had 


eft Dentori in the mail bag, as I well 
cnew, and the two had either been tak- 
n en route by the carrier or by some 
ne after their arrival at Shelby. As 
ihe carrier had brought over two pas- 
engers in his cart that trip he might be 
onsidered out of it. 
The mail had ar- 


ived at Shelby at 8 o'clock and been 
ailed for an hour later. 
Next day a 


atch of six letters came through all 
ight, and so on the nest, and on the 
;hird ten were received. I helped todis- 
ribute tha mail and counted three let- 
ers and recorded the number. Father 
and daughter all knew this, and yet at 


o'clock three of these letters, together 


•with two for a certain merchant, which 


had particularly noticed, were missing 
nd could not be found. 


That evening, after the office closed, 


we turned it upside down, as it were, 
ut nothing came of it. 
The old post- 


master was in the deepest despair, 
while his two daughters wept and sob- 
jed over what they believed would be 
be ruin of all. 
As an inspector, and 


with such evidence before my eyes, it 
was my business to believe one of the 
hree guilty, and yet I had to reason 
tiat they wouldn't be idiotic enough 
o purloin letters under my very nose. I 
imply didn't know what to think, and 
exfc morning was knocked off my feet 
o receive a complaint from Washiiig- 
on that three important letters posted 
t Shelby ten days before for a city only 
00 milea away had been lost en route, 
telegraphed for enlarged instructions, 
nd upon receiving them I told Mr.

master. 


I went back there in the disguise of a 


armer's hired man looking for work, 
wid luckily for me no farmer wanted a 
man. 
I therefore loafed about the vil- 


age and was in and out of the postoffice 
alf a dozen times per day—always 
aere when the mail departed or came 
n. By looking through the glass door 
f one of the boxes I could see the gen- 
ral delivery box, mail tables, etc., and 
arefully scrutinized the conduct of the 
bree as they did their work. I kept np 
bis espionage for a week before any- 
hing happened. Then the mail came in 
ne afternoon while the father was tem- 
iorarily absent, and the girls opened the 
iag and assorted it. As they picked up 
lie letters each pocketed one with a sly 
ook, and you may believe me when I 
ell you I turned away with a heavy 
eart. Instead of one thief there were

juise and then returned to the postoffice.

In regular battles the proportion of 


loss among men and horses ia quite 
close, and in band to hand combats of 
cavalry, as \|ell as in sharp artillery 
engagemente, for every man killed or 
wounded there is also a dumb warrior 
entitled to a place beside him on the 
roll of honor. The Light brigade at 
Balaklava rode in 060 (not 600) strong 
and lost 288 men, But of the 660 horses 
860 were shot down by the .Russian 
guns. 


In the fierce charges of the German 


uhlans and cuirassiers at Vionville, 
Mars-la-Tonr, in 1870, 1,400 men and 
1,600 horses were killed and wounded. 
In the fierce artillery contest on tho 
same field 780 men and over 1,000 
horses fell aronnd the guns. At Grave- 
lotte, soon after Mars-la-Tour, the artil- 
lery" fighting was also terrible, and 
3,800 horses were shot down around the 
bajteries, though the loss of the artiller- 
ists was less than 1,000.—Onr Animal

Government, including

bonds issued in aid of railroad con- 
struction, amounted to

tbe United States. President Cleve- 
land recognized the right of the Gov- 
ernment to pay these bonds in stand- 
ard gold or silver coins and appealed

ernments decided that diamonds made 
the best money. 
That, from a man 


who aa Representative in Congress 
from Ohio, voted for the Matthews 
resolution declaring that the payment 
of the obligations of the Government 
in silver dollars of the United States ol 
the weight of 412)^ grams each is not 
in violation of the public faith nor in 
derogation of the rights of the public 
creditor, proves how completely Presi- 
dent McKmley has been hypnotized by 
the gold trust. The fact that fifty 
prominent Republicans in the House 
of Representatives 
m 1895 voted 


against Cleveland's recommendation to 
make the bonds payable m gold and 
that many of these same Republicans 
m the present House of Represent- 
atives voted against the Teller resolu 
tion, shows the change in Republican 
principles since the party was Hanria- 
tized and sold out to tbe tiusts. 


Claret Not French. 


"It hi curious, by tbe way, that the 


word 'claret' as applicable to red wine 
is unknown in France, having indeec 
io, terser equivalent^ than- the'generi 
Tin de bordeaux,' and 'its origin is b; 
no means certain. It has been suppose* 
to be derived from the word clair, bn 
the obvious objection is tb'at it is any 
thing but transparent, an adjeotiv 
which would be much more fitly asso 
ciated with santerne or champagne 
Here it may be incidentally remarkec 
that in England 'grave' is always as 
snraed to be white wine, and even Lit 
tre's Dictionary gives 'Grave, a wbiti 
wine from tho environs of Grave, in tb 
Bordeaux country.' This, like the wel 
known definition of 'crab,' is a onriou 
combination of blunders. In the firs 
place, tbe vin de grave is as often rec 
as white—indeed one of the four pre 
miers cms of claret—viz, the Han 
Bnon—is a 'grave.' Secondly, there i 
no such village as Grave in the Gironde 
Grave (more often written gravcjs) is 
special sort of sandy gravel, and the 
vineyards which produce the wine 
known by tbat name extend along tbe 
left bank of the Garonne from just be 
low Bordeaux to something like 20 
miles southward." 


Skeat derives "claret" from "clear, 


the original" meaning being olarifiec 
wine, in old French claret, olairet 
The word is obsolete in France, al 
though, strangely enough, it is stil 
usdd in this country.—Notes and Qne 
ries.

"Why," 
it was asked, "are there so many ac 
cidenta on our war vessels?" Of the 
six torpedo vessels sent to the FlondH 
coast four were disabled and had to be 
eent back to the navy yard for repairs. 
There is scarcely a week that some mis- 
bap does not occur to one or more of 
oar war vessels. Is this due to incom- 
petent officers, men who are promoted 
because of the "pull" they huve with 
the Administration and not because of 
their fitness for the position assigned 
them? Millions of dollars of the peo- 
ple's money are expended annually for 
the construction and equipment of war 
vessel?, when in truth we seem to hare 
more vessels now than the navy officers 
are capable of managing.
